police Mrs. Annie Hanson of No. 2812 Calu-

arrested last night and locked up at the Harri- 
sen Street Station. Although not booked at 
the time, the charge of manslaughter will be 
written against Mrs. Hanson’s name, and Mrs. 
Brown will be held as a witness. : 

At. St. Vincent’s Hospital last night lay the 
lifeless, puny body of a 3-months-old baby, 
said to be the son of Mrs. Fanny Brown. For 
two months past little Johnny, as: he was 
called; has been an inmate of Mrs. Hanson’s 
“baby home,” or “ baby farm,” as the police 
call it. Last Wednesday, Mrs. Hanson claims, 


Johnnie died and was buried by the city; That 


night the baby, who died yesterday noon at 
the hospital, was found on the doorstep of 
S. Unger’s home, No, 2443 Prairie avenue, and 
taken in a patrol-wagon to St. Vincent’s. The 
police claim to have. positive evidence that 
Mrs. Hanson placed the babyon that. door- 
step. Hence her arrest charged with man- 
slaughter. | 


What Caused the Arrest. 

To Lieut. Healy belongs the orédit of the 
arrest. In telling how it came about last 
night he said:

Mrs. Hanson’s residence, which is in the base- 
ment of No, 2812 Calumet.avenue. Our atten- 
tion was drawn to the place by neighbors, 
who noticed that an unusual number of

One of my’ men 
saw Mrs. Hanson leave the house that after- 
noon at 5 o’clock with a bundle under her 
shawl. A woman who lives in one of the ad- 
joining houses also saw her. When she came 
back I do not know, but that night neighbors 
were told that littie Johnnie had died and 
had been buried by the city. 
Says She Toid Another Story. 

** But she did not stick to her story, and 
told others that Fred Russ, undertaker, of 
No.. 2439 Cottage Grove avenue, had placed’it 
under the sod. I learned of the reported 
death, and, when the baby died today, decid- 
ed to place the woman under arrest.

Boldness of Garza’s Men. 

The boldness of Garza and his men is shown 
by their position on the Texas side.
